who, strangely enough, used the Nordic pseudonym of ‘‘John Roy Carlson’’ (although the Armenians 
are a Semitic tribe) has the real name of Avedis Arthur Derounian, Some of his aliases are George 
Pagnanelli - George Paige - Thomas L, Decker - John Correa - and Rudolph Eibers. 


He has earned his living for the last two years by being on the payroll at $50 a week of a man by the 
name of “Rev.” Leon M. Birkhead who operates a ‘‘political front’’ known as ‘‘Friends of Democracy.” 
This interesting and significant bit of information came out at a recent trial in New York where De- 
rounian testified as an informer in an unsuccessful attempt to show that a policeman had distributed 


anti-Semitic literature. Birkhead is treated with tender solicitude in this book — and is given a nice 
build-up. Of course it was not supposed to be known that the ‘‘author’’ was a Birkhead employe. 


t here happens to be another tell-tale bit of record, too, There is published a book called ‘‘Special 
Libraries Directory of Greater New York"' (Simmons-Boardman Co.). In this book Birkhead listed his 
‘‘Friends of Democracy”’ as a special headquarters for information on. ‘‘anti-democratic propaganda 


in the United States.’’ He listed five employes for his ‘‘Library’’ of information. They were - Ann

important ‘‘front’’ the-Communists had in this country. The ‘‘‘Rev.’’ Birkhead performed the “compan- 
ionate marriage” for the daughter of the former publi sher of a magazine called ‘‘The Militant Atheist.’ 
Birkhead has long been active in the American Civil Liberties Union which Government report (House) * 
No. 2290 states is “‘closely affiliated with the Communist movement in the United States.”’ 


His ‘‘church’’ at Kansas City was better known to folks in the neighborhood where the little building 
stood, for socialistic and free thought lectures than for Christian sermons. His ‘‘Liberal Center’’ soon 
petered out and the ‘‘Rev.’’ Birkhead moved to the greener pastures of New York. Here he established 
himself as a self-appointed guardian for a certain racial group. This proved to be a real gold mine. 
He picked out certain psychological targets (like Mr. Henry Ford and Colonel Lindbergh) and issued’ 
tabloid sméar sheets on them that cost thousands and thousands of dollars. The money came from 
somewhere — and thinking Jewish leaders are greatly worried about the natural reaction that is re- 
sulting from the unfortunate work of some of these self-annointed champions of Jewry. 


If a “‘Jewish issue’’ becomes real in America it will be because embers have been fanned into flames 
by self-appointed champions. who find it to their money-raising advantage to make a mountain out of 
a molehill. Self-styled professionals in this field — anti-defamation groups - and others who seek to 
force public opinion with threats and smear will find this the wrong way to handle things in America. 


Those who magnify and inflame this racial issue, for personal aggrandizement, are not rendering 
to Jewry a service — but distinctly a disservice. Those ‘‘professional defenders’’ who send out agent- 
provocateurs to pose. as rabble - rousing anti-Semites to inflame this issue are serving as traitors 
to the cause and the people whom they claim to. represent — but whom they badly misrepresent.

__ The article is entitled “Every Day 10,000 Souls Go to Pe 
Crucified.” It ‘speaks of the ¢ ‘sacrament of sacrificed life,” 
of death which “laughs its dry laughter” and of Easter as 
the “holiday of sacrificed lives.” It laments: “The natural 
death is. not so sorrowful as the sacrificed youthful life.” . 
It mourns the fate of “ten thousand souls who go to be 
crucified, to be crucified ten thousand times each day.” On 
the eve of invasion, the article is worthy of print in the © 
most defeatist press.

Smith, who ran himself 
for President on the America First Party ticket, polled | 


a lonely 625 votes out of the 850,000 cast in Detroit, the 
America First stronghold.

___Although Smith made a strong appeal to Coughlinites _

Judging-from the election returns, it would seem that 
the Coughlinite-Smith forces dwindled into insignifi- 
éance this November. But this conclusion, like the re- 
joicing over Smith’s. defeat, isn’t necessarily warranted. 

It is unlikely that Smith’s handful of votes reflects the 
strength of the America First movement. In the first place, 
Smith polled ‘well over 100,000 votes in the Michigan 
‘primary when he sought the Republican nomination for 


the United States Senate in 1942. Since that time his 
America First movement has grown, rather than dimin-

“One America: Our Racial and 
National Minorities” is a 701-page 
volume, which in the form of a 
symposium by some 40 authors de- 
scribes . the “cultural mosaic of mi- 
nority folk comprising the fabric of 
American civilization.

A Confidential informant attended Community 
Church Services, Jordan Hall, Sunday, 7 November 1943. The schedu- 
led speaker, Nila MAGIDOFY, Was unable to be present because of 
iliness. The substitute speaker was Dr. L. M. BIRKH@AD, Chaidman 
of the FRIENDS OF DEMOCRACY, who spoke on the subject "Propaganda 
is a Weapon", 


The first part of the speech was devoted to an 
analysis of words and their tremendous effect as agents of propa- 
ganda: "Free Enterprise" and "Sovereignty" were two examples of 
this ~- particularly the word "Sovereignty" which was said to be 
currently used (and abused) by isolationist Senators to help bolster 
their own arguments to keep the United States from any postwar alli- 
ances that might encroach upon Penne as a state. 


The speaker related how on a pre-war visit to 
Covina he had been told by Nazi Paul VERN that it was their avowed 
purpose to make in the United States the word Jew synonymous with: 
Bolshevist. It was emphatically and repeatedly pointed out that 
anti-Semitism had very little basis in fact, but "was used as a 
powerful political weapon.* Again, as ina previous speech in Boston 
BIRKHEAD advocated the expose'as the method to combat the CHRISTIAN 
FRONT, AMERICA FIRST and other subversive eroulonte who are sponsoring 
this anti- -Semitic campaign.
